The  Friends  appointed  in  conjunction  with  the 
Committee  of  the  Retreat,  to  examine  the  Accounts 
of  the  Institution,  for  the  year  ending  the  .'tint  of 
Sd  lfconth  last,  have  presented  the  following 
statement. 

IT  APPEARS  that  the  House  Expenses,  though 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  exceed  the  income 
from  patients  by  the  sum  of  .£508.  9*.  id.  The  conti- 
nued support  of  the  friends  of  the  Establishment,  by 
Donations  and  Annual  Subscriptions,  in  almost  every 
part  of  the  Kingdom,  has,  however,  nearly  equalled 
this  deficiency ; and  including  the  liberal  Subscription 
of  £'1000.  on  which  5 per  cent,  is  payable  on  cer- 
tain Lives,  the  Institution  will  be  seen  to  have  con- 
siderably increased  its  property. 
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'j'he  apparent  deficiency  of  the  Annual  Subscrip- 
tions in  the  present  Report,  compared  with  that  of  the 
previous  year,  arises,  we  believe,  entirely  from  several 
of  the  Agents  not  having  made  up  their  Collection* 
in  time  for  the  present  statement.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  the  Agents  will  not  relax  their  kind 
exertions  to  promote  this  very  desirable  species  ol 
support*. 

The  Institution  still  remains  subject  to  a Debt  of 
£2770.  15*.  2d.  and  to  the  payment  of  £'>•  per  cent, 
to  Annuitants  on  the  Sum  of  £4430. 

~ During  the  last  year,  twelve  Patients  were  ad- 
mitted-eight were  discharged,  of  whom  six  were 
recovered  and  two  improved.  Four  Patients  died, 
two  of  whom  were  eighty  and  upwards— one  was 
seventy-seven,  and  the  other  forty-nine  years  of 
age.  Two  of  these  Patients  had  been  about  24  year*, 
and  another  17  years  in  the  House. 


• The  Agents  arc  respectfully  reminded,  that  the  Accounts  of 
the  Institution  are  made  up  to  the  end  of  3d  Mo.  in  each  yew, 
and  that  the  Annual  Subscriptions  are  considered  as  due  on  the  1st 
of  1st  Mo. Those,  however,  received  up  to  the  time  of  pre- 
paring this  Report  have  been  inserted  in  it,  and  those  not  yet  sent, 
when  received,  will  be  inserted  in  the  next  Report  as  for  last  year. 
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There  are  now  6l  Patients  under  care,  via. : — 28 
men  and  S3  women,  of  w hom  four  men  and  seven 
women  are  at  the  Appendage. 

The  Committee  have  great  satisfaction  in  believ- 
ing that  the  judicious  treatment  of  Insanity  in  this 
Inst  itution,  has  already  diminished  the  extent  of  this 
calamity  in  our  Society.  In  this  grateful  opinion 
they  feel  themselves  fully  supported,  by  the  follow  - 
ing statement  of  the  results  of  the  cases,  which  have 
been  under  care,  from  it*  commencement  to  the  end 
of  the  year  1819- 

The  great  proportion  of  recoveries  in  the  very  re- 
cent cases,  cannot  but  afford  consolation  to  every 
reader,  and  points  out  forcibly,  to  the  immediate 
friends  of  Patients,  the  importance  of  their  being 
earUj  placed  under  judicious  care. 

The  total  number  of  casts  admitted  into  the  'Retreat 
from  its  opening  in  Ike  year  179<>,  to  the  end  if  the 
year  IS  19,  is  Two  //V.nored  and  Firry -rnhnc, 
which  may  be  divided  into  Jive  classes. 

C lam  I.  47  in  number,  were  cases  of  the  first 
attack,  and  not  exceeding  3 months 
duration,  at  the  time  of  admission. 

Cull  II.  45  were  cases  not  exceeding  12  months, 
and  the  first  attack. 
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Class  III.  3-i  were  cases  of  not  exceeding  1:2 
months,  but  not  the  first  attack. 

Class  IV.  48  were  cases  not  exceeding  two  years 
duration,  and  the  first  attack. 

Class  V.  79  were  cases  of  more  than  two  years 
duration,  many  of  fiom  15  to  20 
years  standing.
